ARAB LEAGUE FONMINS DECIDED IN NY TO PROPOSE TO RABAT CONFERENCE 
THAT "PRESIDENTS OF PRIME MINISTERS" OF LEBANON, ALGERIA AND 
MOROCCO ATTEND GA DEBATE ON PALESTINE IN THEIR RESPECTIVE 
CAPACITIES AS CHAIRMAN OF ARAB LEAGUE COUNCIL AND HOSTS OF NON- 
ALIGNED AND ARAB SUMMIT CONFERENCES, LEBANESE FONMIN INFORMED 
USDEL. ACCORDING TO CBS CORRESPONDENT, FONMINS ALSO DECIDED

CHARTER OF ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES - 

MEXICAN AMBS CASTANEDA AND GONZALEZ-GALVEZ TOOK GLOOMY LINE ON 
CHARTER OUTLOOK, MAINTAINING IT, OR BULK OF IT, MUST BE DEALT WITH 
AT THIS SESSION SINCE, IN THEIR VIEW, ENVENOMING INTERNATIONAL 
CLIMATE MAKES LIKELIHOOD OF AGREEMENT ON SATISFACTORY CHARTER 
LESS AS TIME PASSES. ONLY HOPEFUL PROSPECT THEY SAW IS ADOPTION 
OF WHAT CAN BE AGREED AT THIS SESSION, DEFERRING TO LATER 
NEGOTIATION OTHER, DISAGREED PORTIONS. CASTANEDA AFFIRMED THAT 
MEXICO WOULD ADHERE TO BRILLANTES' FORMULA ON NATIONALIZATION

TO MARTIN (SECRETARIAT), UNCTAD SECRETARIAT REMAINS OF VIEW

LAW OF SEA CONFERENCE - 

UKDEL IS ANTICIPATING INSTRUCTIONS TO PROPOSE THAT GA'S LOS 
CONFERENCE RES INCLUDE PARA INVITING DEPENDENT TERRITORIES 
GENERALLY TO PARTICIPATE IN 1975 SESSIONS OF CONFERENCE AS 
OBSERVERS. THIS WAS MENTIONED DURING DISCUSSION WITH AUSTRALIA, 
NETHERLANDS, NEW ZEALAND, UK AND US OF INVITATIONS ISSUE WHEN 
PAPUA NEW GUINEA'S INTEREST WAS PARTICULARLY EMPHASIZED 
AND VARIOUS REVISIONS OF PARA IN AMERASHINGHE'S (SRI LANKA) 

DRAFT LOS RES WERE CONSIDERED. IT SEEMS LIKELY AUSTRIA

OUTER SPACE- 

NEGOTIATIONS AMONG GROUP OF 25 LIKELY COSPONSORS OF OMNIBUS 
OUTER SPACE RES BEGAN OCT. 8 UNDER AUSTRIAN CHAIRMANSHIP AND AGR- 
EEMENT WAS REACHED ON EQUAL PRIORITY FOR MOON TREATY, DIRECT 
BROADCAST SATELLITES (DBS) AND REMOTE SENSING. INDIVIDUAL PARAS 
OF OMNIBUS RES WERE DISCUSSED AT LENGTH AND VARIOUS CHANGES 
SUGGESTED. DRAFT RES ON REGISTRATION CONVENTION WAS APPROVED 
WITH ONLY TWO MINOR CHANGES. WHETHER TO RECONVENE

ISSUE RESOLVED BY DELETING REFERENCE TO BOTH FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
GUARANTEE AND DONOR S DESIGNATION OF PROPORTIONS OF EMERGENCY 
RELIEF AND DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE. SOME DCS ALSO OPPOSED 
ESTABLISHMENT OF EXEC COMITE IN ADDITION BOARD OF GOVERNORS OF FUND 
AS MORE ADMINISTRATIVE BUREAUCRACY THAT NECESSARY, AND LANGUAGE 
WAS CHANGED TO STATE THAT BOARD OF GOVERNORS MAY (RATHER THAN 
SHALL) ESTABLISH EXECUTIVE COMITE. 

SOME LDCS (LA'S AND SOME ASIANS) RAISED QUESTION OF ELIGIBILITY 
OF RECIPIENTS, APPARENTLY CONSIDERING THAT PRESENT MSA LIST 
SHOULD BE EXPANDED TO AUTOMATICALLY INCLUDE LAND-LOCKED AND 
LEAST DEVELOPED LDCS. THIS BECAME MAJOR ISSUE AND WAS LEFT 
UNRESOLVED. WITH QUESTIONS OF ELIGIBILITY TO BE PERIODICALLY 
REVIEWED BY BOARD OF GOVERNORS. BOARD OF GOVERNORS WILL BE 
BALANCED BETWEEN POTENTIAL DONORS AND RECIPIENTS, AS WILL POSSIBLE 
EXEC COMITE, AND THERE APPEARS TO BE GENERAL AGREEMENT THAT 
BOTH THESE BODIES WILL INCLUDE MEMBERS IN NEITHER CATEGORY. SOME 
LDCS ARE CONSIDERING BOARD NUMBERING 36, PRESENT AHC IN EFFECT. 

SOME DC REPS INDICATED THEIR GOVTS ARE NOT INCLINED AT PRESENT TO 
PROVIDE FINANCIAL SUPPORT, THEREFORE SEE EXERCISE AS RELATIVELY 
FRUITLESS. OTHERS INCLUDING FRG AND UK ARE CONCERNED ABOUT 
RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN SPECIAL FUND FUNCTIONS AND IBRD/IMF DEVELOP

UNITAR - 

BRITISH SAID THEIR INSTRUCTIONS ARE TO CUT UK CONTRIBUTION 
TO UNITAR. THIS COINCIDES WITH CONCLUSION OF HMG'S FIVE-YEAR 
PLEDGE TO UNITAR. SINCE UKDEL BELIEVES CUTTING APPROXIMATELY 
$100,000 TO ZERO OT ADVISABLE AT THIS TIME, IT WILL 
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RECOMMEND 50 PERCENT CUTS EACH YEAR. 

FRG AND UK REPS TOLD MISOFF THAT EC-9 CONSIDERS ACCEPTABLE NEW 
ZEALAND SUGGESTION FOR AMENDING REF TO PROGRAM OF ACTION AND DECLAR- 
ATION IN COMITE 2 UNITAR RES, SUBSTITUTING WORDS "THE SPIRIT" FOR
